1 .  Sower ago  and  Sewage  disposal. 

The  sewage  disposal  plant  at  Now  Hunstanton  has 
operated  satisfactorily  during  the  year. 

fork  commenced  towards  the  end  of  the  year 
on  the  construction  of  the  ejector  houses  on  the 
South  Beach  and  at  the  Sewage  forks,  although  the 
plant  will  not  be  delivered  until  the  Spring  of 
19  53.  The  installation  should  be  in  full  operation 
by  the  Summer  of  1953. 

The  scheme  for  the  sewering  of  Hunstanton 
North  and  the  e  jection  of  the  sewage  to  the  New 
Hunstanton  works  received  Ministry  Approval  during 
the  year  and  work  has  commenced  on  the  scheme  . 
Pending  the  completion  of  this  Scheme  the  existing 
pi  ant  at  Huns  t  ant  o  n  N  or  th  is  be  ing  o  per  a  t  e  d  as 
satisfactorily  as  possible. 

2.  House  Refuse* 


A  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  was 
maintained  throughout  the  year.  During  the  summer 
months  all  catering  establishments,  hotels, 
boarding  houses,  and  sea  front  kiosks  and  cafes 
received  special  attention,  collections  varying 
from  twice  weekly  to  daily. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  on  two  sites  by 
controlled  tipping.  During  the  period  May  - 
September,  the  quarry  tip  on  Rcdgate  Hill  was 
used  and  during  the  period  October  -  April, 
disposal  was  carried  out  on  the  South  Bc-ach 
tip  adjacent  to  the  Sewage  disposal  ;l'orks. 

She  South  Beach  lip  may  be  utilised  for 
one  further  winter  by  extending  the  area  of 
tipping  into  the  corner  of  the  sewer  field 
adjacent  to  the  Public  Conveniences  but  after 
the  winter  of  1953-54  new  tipping  ground  must 
be  sought  as  the  Redgate  Quarry  will  also  be 
tipped  to  capacity  by  the  Autumn  of  1955  or 
1956  . 


3 .  Water  Supply. 

The  amount  of  water  pumped  during  the  year 
1952  was  96,091,000  gallons  as  compared  with 
86,429,000  gallons  in  1951.  The  amount  pumped 
per  month  varied  from  a  peak  of  12,011,000 
gallons  in  July,  as  compared  with  11,049,000 
gallons  in  August  1951,  to  a  minimum  of  6,209,000 
gallons  in  January,  compared  with  4,718,000 
gallons  in  April,  195 lc 

The  upward  trend  during  the  wTinter  months 
may  be  due,  apart  from  the  gradually  increasing 
residential  population,  permanent  habitation  In 
the  town  of  a  large  number  of  American  families. 

Fifteen  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  analyses  during  the  year.  One 
unsatisfactory  report  was  received  on  a  sample 
of  water  taken  from  the  intake  chamber  before 
chlorination  0

A  sample  taken  on  the  same  date  after 
chlorination  was  irhighly  satisfactory17.  As 
previously  reported  there  arc  indications  that, 
surface  water  gains  access  to  the  spring  after 
periods  of  heavy  rainfall.  As  a  precaution  the 
chlorine  dosage  is  increased  at  such  periods.

The  scheme  for  a  nowr  block  of  conveniences 
on  the  North  Promenade  to  replace  those  destroyed 
during  the  war  has  again  been  put  for -ward  and  it 
is  hoped  that  approval  wrill  be  forthcoming  as  it 
is  .oonsidored  vital ^rin  the  interests  of  Public 
Health  that  additional  conveniences  should  be 
provided  at  an  early  date.

A  contract  for 
48  2-bedroom  houses  on  this  site  has  been 
let  and  wcrk  should  commence  early  in  1953.
